Now theſe inſitious Noſes were always affected with the 
Pain as well as Death of the Original Proprietor. An emi 
nent Inſtance of which happen'd to three Teſty Germans 
Whoſe Noſes were all made Tre ſame piece of Brawn. The 
Caſe was this, One Day they all three found their Noſes to 
Twitch, Shoot, and Swell extreamly, upon which they ſeny 
preſently to enquire how the Porter did, to whom they were 
now thus Allied: Upon Enquiry they found that the Parent 
of their Noſes (to wit the Porter's Poſteriors) had been that 
very Day ſeverely kicked, and that he kept his Bed on Ac-F 
count of the Bruiſes he had received; So that in. theſe Caſegja 
the Porters Led the Gentlemen entirely by the Noſe.
